Tho Prlsoaor Doclaros that Ho Sorvod

At the Central Criminal Court on 
♦ the 2 1st ult., before Mr. Justice Haw- 

kins, William Brookshaw, 34, travel- 
ler, was indicted for maliciously send- 
ing a letter threatening to murder the 
Prince of Wales. 

Mr. Poland and Mr. Motitugu Wil- 
liams conducted the prosecution ; the 
prisoner. had i\o counsel. 

Mr. Poland briefly opened the, case 
for trie prosecution, which was found- 
ed "upon a letter received by Colonel 
Teesdale on the 9th of October, and 
waB to the following effect: — 

"Colonel Teesdale, Sir,— To be brief, 
^ J am a young man brought up in sight 
of Buckingham palace, willing and 
anxious to work, and cannot get it to 
do. The best thing I can do under 
these adverse circumstances is to go 
abroad to one of the colonies. Tell 
your Royal master, the Prince of 
Wales, that I require £10 to start me 
there. If I succeed it will be repaid. 
I want it this week. Send it to me 
at Willi im Brookshaw, Lemen's hotel, 
21 and ^2 Great Chapel street, West- 
minster. ■ P.S.— If you do not send it 
this week I will camp in the Prince's 
track, anility nil tho gml" L ""'"° '' 5m 
worse than Lord F, Cavendish was 
served. Yours in great earnestness, 
W. C. B. Sorry to speak so harsh, 
<d but severe diseases require serious 

remedies, j Don't forget this week." 

Evidence: was then given to show 
. that Bhortly before the 9th October the 
prisoner had boon

and that on several oucaaioits ho had 
been supplied with envelopes and 
writing-paper. The letter in question 
was written on paper of the same des- 
cription as that, supplied to the prison- 
er, and a half-sheet and envelope were 
given to him on the 8th of October. 
Upon the question of h a- yl writing, it 
was proved that, the prisoner had been 
in the army, and the signature of his 
attestation paper and other documents 
were put in for the purpose of showing 
that the handwriting .w^-u}»n"tic«l -. 
with that of the threatening letter. 

Chief Inspector O'Hagan proved 
that he had a.ppre!ieiuled-,.4he prisoner 
at St. George's 'work house on-.tlie 13th 
A October on a \varrunfc v ,.Mo asked him 

his name, aiul.he said it 'was -.William 
Brookshaw, and Jic said, in reply to 
further questions, that* ho was born 
close to Buckingham palace, lie then 
said that had been all over the world, 
and

When the prisoner became aware what 
ho was charged with he said, "It is an 
infamous lie. I never wrote such a 
letter. Some one has been using my 
name." 

When called upon for his defence 
the prisoner said — "I can only repeat 
what I havo uKat.ed "II "Ion;* — that I 
am quite innocent, and I never wrote 
such a letter." 

After a very short deliberation, the 
* jury found the prisoner guilty. 

Mr. Justice Hawkins told tho pris- 
oner, in passing fVmtence, that he had 
been convicted upon the clearest evi- 
dence possible of threatening to mur- 
a. der the Prince of Wales, and if he had 

carried out his threat he would not 
jf only have caused the deepest regret 

and sorrow ii) the minds of the public, 
but would have inflicted a dire calami- 
ty upon the Royal family, who, by 
their conduct, had

What could have induced him to com- 
mit what he had himself described as 
so vile on offence he could not imagine. 
He sentenced him to penal servitude 
for ten years.

Stuck in tuh Mur>, : — Judging by I he 
following, : the steamship. Dakota was 
pretty badly stuck in the mud at San 
Francisco on the .occasion of her latest 
departure from that port. The San Fran- 
cisco C'/i/ujuWe thtiB informs us: Tho 
steamship Dakota of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Cumpany became lodged at 
hor dock on the Broadway wharf yester- 
day afternoon, in trying to leave with her 
load of freight and about 300 passengers, 
and as the tide wasgoing outthero seemed 
every prospect that sho would bp de- 
tained until this morning. Every effort 
to get a tug in time proved unavailing, 
the Liovornor lrwm being secured after 
some difficulty from the Chief Wharfinger 
however. The ongines wcro started again 
aftor the Irwin had made fast, but not an 
inch of headway was gained, though tho 
steam windlass was also brought into re- 
quisition, a hawser being fastened to the 
end of the wharf. 'The trig Water Witch 
being sighted, she was hailed and made 
fast to the Irwin, and slowly, inch by 
inch, the Dakota was drawn out ci the 
mud in which she was imbedded. Tho 
hawser connected with thowindhfss break- 
ing there was another delay. The Da- 
kota's journal having become hot and 
cloggy with mud the Irwin towed her out 
of the harbor. , , 



Chinese Restriction Cask. — The first 
question arising under the Chinese Re- 
striction Act ill this Territory came up 
before Judge Greene last evening. It 
appears that last week a man named 
Kelly, residing on Gtiathes Island, was 
caught in the act of smuggling goods into 
this Territory from Victoria. At the 
time he was captured he had a Chinaman 
in Ids boat, who was at once taken to 
Port Townsend. The Chinaman belong- 
ing to Victoria, and Collector Bash felt it 
his duty under the law to Bend tho hea- 
then back.

Greene, Mr. Bradshaw appearing for the 
Chinaman, and Mr, Hanford fur the 
United States.

Excitement in Chin atowh.— Cormor- 
ant strcot is not often excited, but yes- 
terday morning as Sergeant Bloomlield 
was placidly writing in the police court 
information arrived that a fight was tak- 
ing place on Cormorant street, and that 
blood had been drawn.
